1| Hospital in England 


Plans to establish a 100-bed hos- 


}} pital in England for the study and 


treatment of communicable diseases 


H}}under war-time conditions have 


been announced by the American 
Red Cross and Harvard University 

The purpose of this joint under- 
taking, in-addition to fulfilling an 
urgent need in England, will be 
able to acquire valuable information 
relating both to the control of epi- 
demics under unusual conditions 
and to organization of temporary, 


i | mobile hospitals under wartime con- 


ditions. This information would be 
of value in the event of defense or 
other emergencies similar to the 
infftuenza pandemic of 1918, when 
hundreds of thousands died. 

In the co-operative project for 
hospital assistance, the Red Cross 
will undertake to furnish the struct- 
ure and equipment of temporary 
or hut type of hospital, to be fabri- 
cated in this country, transported 
to England, and set up there on 
foundations set up by the British 
Minister of Health. Ii will under- 
take to furnish the nursing and 
non-professional members of the 
staff aud certain supplies for its 
operation.

IN FRANCE AND 
HERE IN CANADA

The talk had been of hardships 
endured by Canadian farmers, 
when a member of the group drew 
from his pocket a letter and read 
it aloud. It was written by the 
relative‘of one well-known to all 
present and unfolded a tale of 
suffering indeed, how once peace- 
ful homes in France were menaced 
first by the descent of frantic, fam- 
ishing refugees and then despoiled 
and defiled by the army of invas- 
ion. It told of a flight southward, 
miles of trudging without respite 
except when taking cover in ditch- 
es to escape bombs and bullets 
from the skies, then of the discov- 
ery that the enemy barred the way 
ahead and of having to retrace 
those weary steps toward what had 
once been home. But the enemy 
had been there, What could uot 
be carried away was smashed. 
Gone were all the trinkets and the 
treasures of generations. Sadder 
still, gone was freedom. There re- 
mained only the instinct and quest 
for food. That, said the reader 
folding the letter, might cause the 
Canadians to consider the inest- 
imable value of liberty which is 
worth some sacrifice to retain.

2 cups sifted flour; 2 teaspoons 
baking powder; 1-4 teaspoon soda; 
1 teaspoon salt: 1} 1-2 teaspoons 
ginger; 1-2 teaspoon nutmeg; 1 1-2 
cinnamon; 1-2 teaspoon cloves 
1-2 teaspoon allspice: 4 tablespoons 
butter or shortening; 1-2 cup brown 
sugar, firmly packed; 1 egg, well 
beaten: 3-4 cup milk; 1-2 cup mo- 
lasses, 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, soda, salt, and spices, 
and sift. together three times. 
Cream butter, add sugar gradually 
creaming thoroughly. Beat in egg, 
Add flour alternately with milk and 
molasses, stirring well after each 
addition Turn into greased molds 
filling them 2-3 full; cover tightly 
and steam 2 hours, Serve with your 
favorite sauce. Serves 30.

“There'll always be an Eng- 
land”, we fervently sing, as we 
watch with breathless admiration 
the unyielding Londoners resist- 
ing the Nazis’ ruthless daily}bomb- 
ings. 

But it will take more than the 
singing and admiration and the 
British courage to preserve Eng- 
land; it will take greatly increased 
quantities of that wheat and eopp- 
er, lead and nickel, of those tanks 
and aeroplanes, guns and shells 
which England now is buying 
from Canada and paying for in 
Canadian dollars. England badly 
needs more of these munitions, 
and would buy more if she had 
more Canadian dollars, but her 
supply of Canadian dollars is cur- 
tailed because wein Canada do 
not buy more British goods, (Can. 
ada buys from Britain each year 
only one third as much as Britain 
buys from us.) Our purchases of 
British goods, ‘however, too are 
curtailed, because of Canadian 
tariffs, custom duties and other

against the importation of British 
goods into this country. 

Britain now stands desparate, 
almost alone, as a defender of 
Canada’s and the World's freedom 
Britain needs all the help Canada 
and others can give. Let us there- 
fore sweep away these turiffs, 
duties and other restrictions that 
now hamper Britain’s war efforts; 
and there will be a better chance 
of the song coming true - There'll 
always be an England. 

Following factors have tended

Should these deliveries 
continue,. therefore, at this aame 
rate, then farmers would have deliv- 
ered aud sold by December Ist, to 
country elevators, around 300 mill- 
ion bushels. : 

Some authorities contidentially 
beleive that farmers will at leaet 
have delivered to country elevators 
by December Jst,'an average of 10 
bushels to the acre. This would come 
to approximately 280 million bush- 
els, which should bring to farmers 
the total sum of $140,000,000 cash 
by December Ist. Ags it will be seen 
from the table below, this is more 


in the past five years, with the ex- 
ception of last year, 

This large sum of $14,000,000 for 
wheat alone, without counting the 
cash -received for coarse grains, 
livestock, and livestock products, 
hay and other incidental products, 
should in itself warrant a fair 
amount of credit, But it is to be re- 
membered that even after this is all 
sold the farmera will still have 
almoet 200 million bushels more 
wheat in band to be deliyered and 
sold for cash to elevators between 
December let and Augnet Ist next. 
Allin all, then, 1t would appear 
that the prairid{ farmers’ credit 
should be as good now as it has been 
for many paet years, and better 
than it has been for several years.
